To establish not less than 60 fire hydrants, 
and to supply them constantly with water. 

To furnish an adequate supply of as 
good wholesome, pure water as can be ob- 
tained from some desirable source.

To erect stand pipe 20 feet in diameter 
and^7o feet high, to contain at least loo.rroo 
gallons of water, and of sufficient altiude 
to throw water through 50 feet of hose 7s 
feet high on Main street in front of the 
Court House, without engine pressure, 
or 90 feet w ith engine pressure, and also 
to have capacity to throw 8 or 10 streams 
at*once.

There were three different bids 
before the Council, as to water- 
works, one by a New York City 
firm, one by a Boston firm, and 
one by Woodbury A Moulton, of 
Portland Maine, and A. E. Board- 
man, of Macon, (la., through the 
Richmond Water Works Company, j 
The Council carefully considered 
each of these bids, and the one 

I 

adopted bj’ the Council was by far ' 
the best for the city and its citi- 
zens. The other two contracts 
run for twenty live years, while | 
the one adopted runs for only 21 
years. The New York City con- 
tract did not agree to furnish 
water to the city or its citizens 
during a dry period or drouth, aad 
would only have to build a 
cheap system, which would be of 
little benefit to Richmond as 
we can now do without water in 
very wet weather. There were 
several other material objections 
to this bid. The Boston Company 
did not agree to furnish water un- 
less it could be obtained within 3 
miles of Richmond, while the can- 
tract adopted agrees to go to the 
Kentucky River if necessary. Un- 
der the terms of the Boston con- 
tract it would be virtually iinjios- 
sible for the city to ever purchase 
and control the works, and under 
the New York contract it the 
works were not purchased at the 
end of 25 years it stood renewed 
for 25 years more. One contract 
stateil a minimun rate and the one 
adopted stated a maximum rate, 
and on an average there was ^’ery 
little difference, if any, between 
the rates as to private consump- 
tion. -The Water Works Com- 
pany offered to build the works 
under either of the other con- 
tracts in preference to its own, as 
it regarded either of them as far 
better to it, and

■ llie (-'ily Council decided to accept 
tlie projMisitioii of the Water 
Works ('oinpany to furnish the 
s ;ly with water. The decision of 
the Water Works Company to 
hiiild or not to build depended up 
on the action of the Council. Our 
! iiy Fathers recognized the fact 
llial the uellare of their constilu- 
cn!-- was in their Inands, and said, 
••luce us water.” 

J he Council assembled Tuesday 
night to consider four propositions 
from as many dilTerent companies. 
-^l:lyor «’ollins occupied the Chair, 
and i'ouucilmcii Brooks, Rice, 
Nniith and Ca[>erton were in their 
jilaces. City Clerk Crecnleaf read 
first the proposition of the Rich 
niond Water Works Company, and 
then the others. To all present, 
the first proposition appeared the 
best. But all were of great length, 
and liicir numerous provisions 
were confusing. If was clear that 
the Council was in favor of water. 
But Councilman Smith suggested 
that, as he had been absent for 
several months, and in conse- 
quence not familiar with the 
sit nation, that the Council adjourn 
until next day to give him an op 
^rt unity to examine closely the 
/several propositions. Coiincil- 
man Caperton also said he would 
like to have further time. The 
Council then adjourned to 11 
o'clock the following day. 

At the appointed hour, the City 
F'athers met in their chamljcr at 
City Hall, and jiroceeded at once 
to business. Representatives of 
the several water works companies 
were present. The Council an- 
nounced that the proposition of 
the Richmond Water Works Com- 
pany had their preference, but 
they desired certain amendments, 
and specified them. The represen- 
tative consented, and the amend- 
ed proposition was thereupon ac 
cepted. 

The water proposition was fol- 
Iowe<l by a gas proposition^ and 
tliey were accepted together. 

The stock of the Richmond 
Water-Works Co , that of the 
Richmond Gas-Light Co., and also 
that of the Richmond Electric- 
Light Co. had been purchased by 
a syndicate of Southern and East- 
^ ern capitalists, and the syndicate 
B liad agreed to build water-works 
and enlarge and improve the gas- 
works, provided the city would 
^ .accept a proposition to use water 
‘^"^aiid gas lights. 

With the decision of the Coun- 
cil therefor, the three properties 
passed into the hands of the syn- 
dicate, and Richmond was launch- 
ed on the high seas of prosperity. 

Hereunder we give the contracts 
in substance : 

CAi raorcsiTioN. 

The Gat Company agrees to erect a 
* gat work* of sufficient size to manufacture 
and distribute 75/200 cubic feet of gas per 
•(■r with a holder capacity ot not less than 
25 cubic fret to begin with. Gas to be 
made of coal, oil, or both, or of any ma- 
terial hereafter proved an improrement on 
existing method*.

der its own offer. New York con- 
tract also required the consiimei 
to pay for the connection from 
the main to his premises, 'ghile 
tho contract adopted does this at 
its own expense. 

The gas contract adopted is less 
expensive than the present con 
tract, and fair to the city. 

The parties to whom the con- 
tract was awarded are substantial 
business men, aand propo;>e to 
spend at least $120,000 in making 
these great public improvements. 

With the new railroad, gas 
works, and water works, and street 
railway, Richmond is assured of 
rapid growth in wealth and popu- 
lation, and has a bright future as- 
sured to her by the action of yes- 
terday’s Council. Of course there 
are some who from 
another are opposed to every 
progress, and this is not ;.m ex- 
ception. 

The Council would have sub- 
mitted these contracts to a vote 
of the city if there had been any law 
authorizing it. Under the law 
the duty, is devolved upon the 
Mayor and Council, and they dis- 
charged it to the best possible ad- 
vantage to the city, under a way 
which should satisfy every citizen.

The motor- is an electrical battery, so 
small that two of them could- be placed 
in un ordinary sized cracker box. The 
letters, etc., are first "faced” — that ia, 
so placed on the adjacent table that 
the postage stamps oh the upper left 
band comer are back to back. The 
operator feeds this mail matter, let- 
ters and postal cards (but not news- 
papers, they being too bulky) in quan- 
tities into the ■ *hoppar” of the ma- 
chine, where it is caught by a system 
of feed rollers which pames the letters, 
one by one, with surprising rapidity to 
the printing die. The m> 2 chanism of 
this automatic feed-bed and stamping 
device consists of a belt attached to 
wheels on one side quickly revolving 
toward the printing roller, while the 
wheels on the opposite side of this 
coarse revolve slowly in an opposite 
direction, thus separating the letters 
and sending them forward one by one 
to vhe printing die which strikes each 
letter in its turn, and imiirints upon it 
the clean-cut impressioc above de- 
scribed. 

All the postoHice officitils acquaint- 
ed with the work performed by this 
machine agree as to its great useful- 
ness. It averages twenty-four thous- 
and letters an hour. Hour in and hour 
out for only four hours. Superintend- 
ent Maze says, a hand stamper can’t 
cancel more than two thousand an 
hour, and then the stamp is badly 
blurred. The machine has been used 
in the postofflee for over six months.

This almttoir is In the south of Paris, 
in the Boulevard de I’Hopltal, not 
many yards from the famous manufao- 
Uire des Gobelina There were forty 
horses waiting to be slaughterod. 
They were decrepit old invalids, lame, 
spavined, diseas^ and fleshless old 
backs, suffering oil Uie infirmities 
which afflict the equine race. When 
a horse becomes useless for evesythlng 
also he is taken to these abattoin and 
kilietd, unless he dies on the way. 
Sonto of those in tbw stables were so 
rickety that they could not stand upL
